Wasiiikgton, Aug. 24 —Mail advioea 
from Japan, inoludlog official and private 
letters and files of newspapers, that have 
been received at tho Japanese legation in 
this city that Tai Won Kun, father of tho 
King.:/ Korea, hai been declared regent of 
that oonnlry. Wh«n the last demands of 
Mr. Olari, tho Japanese minister to 
Korea, who was reported to have 
been aBauaBinated a few doya ago, had 
bten refused by tho Korean government 
he started for the palace to havo a peraoaal 
interview with RUSblt^iniy;^ 'UiilUroops 
also acted as an escort to the Tai Won Kud 
at the lattor's request. When the party was 
about to enter the palace, it was fired on by 
men wearing tha uniforms of Korean aol- 
diors. Tho Japanese repulsed the attack, 
and Mr. Otari and the king's father proceed- 
ed to the royal obnmber, where tho king ap- 
pointed the 15»i Won Kun regent. It is 
claimed that the attaeking party oonsieted 
of Chinese eoldiera in'disguise. 

Tho Japanese pron ^ exoeedingly pleased 
with tbo appointment of the Tai Won Kun. 
Liberal subacriptions have-been received by 
the Japanese govornmont for the troopa ia 
Korea. Many entortainnients, with this 
objoot in view, are being held, and these 
and other efforts closely resemble the ofFiirs 
given to provide olotliinii and material corn- 
torts for both tho Union and Con 
federate troops during tho hto war, 
Wealthy people hiive sub.icribed many 
thouiand yon. It; is intereating to note 
tiiiit, '200,000 oftttios of biaeuit ordered by 
tho War Department wore made of second 
grade American flour, which is ooneidered 
superior to tho Japaaeao flour. Patriotiam 
in Japan is apparently almoati uni- 
versal. News of the victories over 
the Chiueao ant tlie population wild with 
onthuBiaem. The supply of volunteers for 
war oorvica exceeds the demand. The 
Japanoao profesaional wrestlers, of whom 
there aro many, have offered their services 
to be formed iuto an orgsnizktion of 
" strong men." 

London, Aug, 21 —The Central News 
has advices from Shanghai to the effect that 
a Tokio dispatch reooived there status that 
a small detachment of Japanese ecouts met a 
force of Chinese at Ctiung Ho on the 17ch, 
and in the eugagonieuc that eneueJ five 
scouts were wounded and a lieutenant killed. 
The same diapatoh states that a serious bat- 
tle is expected to occur any day. A news 
agency has received Information that the 
Chinese Government has warned foreigners 
not to loiter on the river near the Kiaognan 
arsenal or the imperliirfaotory at' Shanghai, 
under pain of Being airette'd aa WpieaV 

The despatoh to the Central 'Kewfl etat- 
iog that Mr. Wylie, a Sootoh missionary, 
had been murdered by Cbinese soldiere at 
New Chang is confirmed by later advioea. 
These advices assorts that the attack oo Mr. 
Wylie was entirely unprovoked, , The misr 
sionary was clubbed, kicked and stabbed to 
death in a publio street. A demand was 
made upon the authorities that the persons 
concerned in the commission of the crime 
be turned over to the civil magistrates, but 
the otiicors refused to surrender the guilty 
parties. Tho British residents of New 
Chang will, it is stajed, petition their minis- 
ter to send a war veaael to the scene of the 
trouble. It ie alno aemTted that tho report 
of severe fighting at I'irg Vang ia without 
foundation. The only engagement that has 
occurred there has been an attack upon the 
Japanese picket by a amall detachment of 
(Jliiueae navahy. 

Tho Yokohama cnrre^pondont of the 
Times felrgraphs under Thursday's date : 
"The Jipaneee fleet is patrolling tho China 
sea, aeeking the enemy and trying to pre- 
vent the rio(! tiibutea from going north. 
Tho Jupancao troops in Korea are estimated 
at 35,0<J0 to 50.000 Large reinforcemeuta 
are embarking to-day." 

The Times hears from Shanghai that tho 
Japanese troopships under convoy have 
been lauding troops at the. mouth of the 
Ttttong river. 

Toivio, Aug. 24 —Tha government has 
announred that a number of torpedoes wore 
laid in Yokohama and Nagasaki harbors on 
the 22Dd instant and that foreiga ships en- 
teringthe harbora.mnit'be aoaomp»nied by 
Japanese pilot boats. 

VVasiiinoton> Aug. 24.— Tho cruiser 
Charleston will sail for' China on Sunday 
morning, orders' to this effeot having been 
sent to the commondant of Mare Inland 
navy yard by Admiral Ramsay, acting 
secretary of the navy. The Charleston 
will stop at Hawaii sevoral daya for coal and 
is expected to join tlio Asiatic e(|uadron in 
tho latter part of September. She will not 
1)0 hurried in the p.tssoKe aoross the Paolfio, 
ixa tliero ia no immediate neoessity for ber 
prosonci east. 

San FiiANCisco, Aus. Lieutenant 
Fraucia L G. Harden, late of tho IJriliah 
naval reaervo of New Z-juland, wlio was de- 
ported from Hawaii far aiding the rovolu- 
tionista, and who recently olforod his aer- 
vicoB to China, haa bsea compelled to aban- 
don hiH belligerent plans. Ho was yester- 
day called before tho Britiah consul and 
given warning to keep out of Korean 
affair^, 

SirANtiiiAi, Aug. 23 —All foreigners have 
been forbidden to enter or approach tho 
Ividrgnan arsenal or the Imperial factory 
horo without a apeoial permit. If thoy pass 
thoao places by rivor thoy must keep up tho 
middle of the stream, and they must not an. 
chor in tho vicinity, otherwise they are 
warned thoy will run aaecioos risk, as well 
as being liable to arrest as spies. 

The Ktnperor has iatuod an edict ordering 
that 100,000 men be prepared for aotivo 
service. Regiments will be stationed at 
Tungchow, Sahho and Tientsin. 

It is reported that tho Emperor hna or- 
dered 100,000,000 taola to lie placed at tho 
disposal of the Viceroy Li Hung Chang. 

CUIOAQO, Aug. 2.'i — Three Chinamen sit 
in a oell meditating on death to day. Only 
a few weeks ago these three men wore in 
China. They had no likiug for war, so they 
left their country, landing at Vancouver, 
B. C. The federal oUioers caught them 
when thoy oroaaed the lino at I'lattsburg, 
N, Y,, in doDanoo of tho Chinese exclusion 
act. The deserters were brought here this 
morning by a deputy United States marshal, 



who is talking them to Port Towosend, 
Wash., for deportation. A deserters' death 
will be their portion when they arrive in 
China. 

Paris, Aug. 24.— France has demanded 
from China indemnity for the. mnrder of 
EVench missionary Jo7,eau,vwUo^w'Ba(;kllIed 
in Korea, July 16, by dliibahded 'Chinese 
soldiers.

COLLIERY EXPLOSION.

WiNNU'EG, Aug. 24, — (Special.)— The 
crop report for the week ending August 24, 
furnished by the ' Northern Paoifia railroad 
officials, is encouraging.

Wholesale Arrests at Blueflelds by tbe N'lca- 
raenan authorities— HIeh Handed 
I'ruceedlncs, 

Nkw Orleans, April 24. — Shortly before 
noon on tho 16th an outrageous movement 
on the part of the Nicaraguans was made 
pablio. The greater part of the troops were 
to sail at 7 o'clock in the evening from Blue- 
Golds on tho Yula, tho coaating steamer, 
and Miaister Madria decided to send with 
them those poraona whom he thought were 
gnilty of firing on tho Nioaraguan llig. 
Kirly in the morning Consul Hatch, tho 
British representative, was sent for, and 
when ho answered to tho call ho was locked 
in the room os a priaonor. Ae ho was not 
allowed to communicate with the outside 
DO one know of his arrest for hours. 
About 11 o'clock, when Mr. Lmin,ton 
called at the building to secure permission 
to havo certain freights releaaed from tho 
oustom bouao, ho alao waa plaoed under ar- 
rest. Then Henry Brown, an &)ogliabman, 
eaUed'tO assist Mr. Lampton in getting the 
frdght, and he, too was arrested. Their 
nexB move was against Capt. Wiltbanks, the 
American who aooepted the position as judge 
tinder the Mosquito rule. Several Mocquito 
cnreolea were also arrested. After these men 
hifd; been detained :an .tionr or more tbe 
Amerioins in the neighborhood were. attraot- 
•d by the aigna they made from tbe win- 
dowi. The EDglUh officera stationed on 
shore aa usual went to the building to learn 
the cause of Hatoh's abaenoe, and were told 
they were nnder arrest, Mr. Hatch dropprd 
a paper from the side window telling of his 
arrest and the desire of Jthe Spaniards to 
take him and hia companion to Is laarai>ua. 
' A boat waa immediately aent to the lOog- 
lish cruiser, and tho news distributed along 
tho foreign (juartor. Consul X-^ulot, of the 
United Statoa, wua notified, and called on 
Madrls. Tho latter aaid thueo persons were 
to no to tho interior to stand trial. He could 
not got English ovidonco to convict ^hom, 
bnt ho was euro they woro implicated. Con- 
sul yCoalot then dispatched a tug to tho Co- 
lumbia. What tho charges are Madris does 
not say. Ho has not even informed tho 
American or Kuglish oonsul. Tho Eng- 
lish consul, it is believed, is charged 
with having inoitod the Jamaicui s 
to riot and bloodshed. The owntrs 
«f the Yula, when told of the 
■crest, positively stated that their huac 
ahonld nuc leave, and thus the only trans- 
port which can stand tho sea is taken away 
from them. It iH, of oourso, useless for 
these NIcaruguana tu oauae the arrest, for 
•Tisn should Capt, Sumner submit to tho 
actions of Madris, the American population 
will release' the men by force of arms if 
ntcesiary. However, the oominander of 



the Columbia is expected here before night 
and the English commander also. While 
speaking to Gen. Laoayo, just after the 
news was made public, it was learned that 
Madris bad taken these steps npon hia own 
advice. It was nob legal to, take these men 
to Managua, said Laoayo, and he oouldshow 
it in the laws of Nioragua. 



THE POPE'S HEALTH. 

Fosslblo OandldalAs fur the Succession to Ills 
Hollurss. 

Behlin, Aug. 23.— The Prussian minister 
to the Vatican, Biron von Bulow, is cx- 
peoted here next month on leave ,of absence. 
If, however, the Pope'f health ' should 
change for the worse, he will only be called 
to Berlin for a day or tyro ad andiendum 
verbnm with regard to the; next oonolave, 
whiob;' ahready fai beginning , to' oooupy the 
serious atitehtioD of :«,thedipTomatiata of the 
triple allianoe.' At the' Wtlhelautrassei in 
spite of the', negotiations ''6f> •tbeVVatioan 
prees, which deolared tbat' LeioiXIII is in 
perfect health, the opinion prevails that the 
critical moment ii not far off. Tbe oonQ- 
dontial reports received from Rome by the 
Imperial Chancellery represent tbe Pope's 
health as far from satisfaotory. It is stated 
here that M. Hanotaux, the French Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, has already adopted 
measures in order not to bo taken by sur- 
prise if anything should happen. 

I understand that tho oahineta of Berlin 
and Vienna will support the candidature of 
the Cardinals Vannutelli. They are both 
known to be friendly to tho policy of the 
triple allianoe, aud the election of one or the 
other of them to the Holy See would bo very 
popular hero. Both tho Austrian and tho 
Gorman govornmenta would prefer Cardinal 
Galimborti, but he la still too young to aspire 
to tho papal throno. It is oxpcoted, bow- 
over, that he will oxercieo a decisive in- 
lluencs at the conolave. Cardinal Galim- 
borti is known here aa the papatmacher or 
the popemakor, 

Aa to Cardinal Maria Luoido Parocohi, 
vicar of Rome, bis candidature will bo op- 
posed both hero and at Vienna, in spito of 
hia good intentions toward the two empires. 
The feeling against him has its origin in his 
well known aversion to the Quirinal. Tho 
excellent relations which be had In 1883 
with Prinoe.Biamarok and hia friendship for 
the late Here yon Sch'oelzer are already for- 
gotten. 

As to Cardinal Monaco La Valletta, it) is 
thought that he ia too old and too weak in 
health to aooept the tiara. Henceforth tbe 
oonoIaTe.ia on ttiie ordre. . dn jour here, and 
behind the aoenea lui, aetive propaganda Is 
already being earried on, with a view of 
finding a saooessor to Leo' XHl who' will be 
friendly to German interests. 



LYNN HANGED. 



The Savary Islaud Murderer Pays 
tbe Penalty, pf. His Homd , 
. Crimei , 



He Dies Bepentant AcknowlediriDgr 
the Justice, of His Sentence 
, to Death. , 



New Wkstuiksteb, Aug. 24 — (Special) 
— Hugh Lynn suffered death on the gallows 
at 8:04 this morning for the murder of 
Green and Taylor at Savary Island. He 
died unflinohlogly and repentant, satisfied 
that he was getting no more than his due. 
In oonversation with Warden- Moresby yes- 
terday, Lynn said : "I am satisfied with 
the decision of tbe Exeoatlve. I deserve all 
I am going to got, and a great deal more." 
The condemned man remained up until mid- 
night praying with and receiving oonaola- 
tion from Rovs. Thomas Scouller and E. D. 
McLaren, Presbyterian clergymen, who had 
been in daily attendance upon him since 
tho sentence. They left at midnight, 
and Lynn wont to bed, hut rested very un- 
easily until 2;30, when he fell into a sound 
sleep which continued until 4:30. Then he 
awakened and immediately rose and dressed. 
At 5 o'clock Rev Mr. Soouler again joined 
him and the two prayed together, after 
which Lynn took a lighc breakfast. Then 
devotions wore resumed and continaed un- 
til the hangman entered the cell to prepare 
him for the gallows. 

Lynn submitted quietly to the pinloniog 
of bis arms, and a low minutes later tho 
sherilT entered and led the way to the scif- 
fold, followed by his deputy, two dootors 
and the prison ofBoIals. Rev. Mr. Scouler 
walked beside Lynn, who trod his way with 
a firm step out of the gaol yard, 
across the court yard and up the 
stairs leading to tbe gallows. H s 
legs were quickly pinioned by the 
hangman and Lynn faced tho crowd pale 
but firm, an oooasional twitching of the 
muscles of the face alone betraying the 
agony he was enduring. When all was 
ready. Warden Moresby aaked : 

" Have you anything to say ?" 

Lynn replied in the negative, and in quiet 
tones thanked the offioers for their kind- 
ness. The hangman next drew the black 
cap over tho doomed man's head and tiud it. 
Ho then placed tho noose over his neck. It 
seeming uncomfortable Lynn raised his 
hands and pushed the knot further buck. 
Aa tho hangman grasped tho lover, Mr. 
Moresby gave Lynn's hand u liearLy sliiiko 
which woa as huartily returned. Then tho 
clergyman slowly repeated the Lord's 
I'rayer, in tho middle of which tho bolt was 
drawn and Lynn was swung into eternity, 
Tho nook was broken by tho fall and death 
was instantaneous. Not a muscle of tho 
body moved. After hanging .'!5 minutes 
the body wua lowered into tho colli a under 
the gallows and later was removed for 
burial. Outside of tho olilclala and the 
preaa rcpreaontativca only a fow people aaw 
the hanging, but two or three hundred 
gathered outside the premises shortly after 
7 o'clock and remained nntil ' the black' flig 
waa hoisted.

CABLE NEWS. 



International Conference of Textile 
Workers— A Princess and Her 
Jewels Farted. 



Americans of the VVellmaa Expedition 
Unlit tor an Arctic Enterprise 
—Editors' Salaries. 



London, Ang. 24 — An international oon- 
fjrenoa cf workers in the textile tradea 
opened to-day In the Memorial hall at Man- 
oheeter. Six hundred delegates from the 
textile centres of Great Britain and thirty 
two from the continent participated. It 
was stated that delegates from the United 
States weie in the oityi bat they , had not 
put in an appcaranoo up to the time 
the appointment of the committee 
01 credentials. The purpose of the oonfer- 
ejca is to consider the needs of the textile 
workers of the various countries and their 
relations to each other's interests, and to 
consider the desirability of forming an Inter 
national organizitlon for mutual protection, 

The authorities of Scotland Yard have 
sent to the police dopartnaents of the prin- 
cipal cities of the United States a desoiip- 
tion of the contents of the jewel casket be- 
longing to the PrinoeBS SoltykofT, stolen last 
week from tho Beechwood mansion on tl e 
Windsor road, where the Princess was a 
guest. The jewels were valued at §70,000, 
and the thieves, who were evidently exp-rt 
cracksmen, also took the deeds to valuab'e 
property In New York, Denver and (Jhiosg-, 
beloDging to the Soltykoff estate, and he d 
in trust. This" gives rise to the belief that 
the burglars were Amoricins and may be cn 
lh)ir way to New Yoik to dispoBo of their 
booty. The police, however, have not the 
slightest clue to their identity. Some of the 
stolen jewelry is described as follows : 
A long blaok pearl brooch, surrounded 
by diamonds ; two similar gold brooohes 
ornamented with dogs ; a gold horseshoe 
b^oh, Mt with seven turqnoises sep- 
arated by. diamonds; a gold and diamond 
frog brooob'; a globalar, gold watoh en- 
orasted' with' diamonds, and a chain and 
pin ; two ' gold pear-shajped solitaires, set 
with ttitqiooises and diamonds ; three flit 
gold tniquoise and diamond studs ; a pair of 
Kold;'^diamond'°aiid sapphire links ; two gold 
moonstone and diamond hat pins ; three 
sapphire pins ; two gold racket shaped pin*, 
set with five pearls : a gold horas shoe and 
diamond pin ; a gold pin with "A" in dia- 
monds ; a gold knitted and hinged long 
purse, set in diamonds ; a gold knitted port- 
monnai, having a small chain attached ; a 
gold and sapphire topped crystal icent 
bottle ; a gold, emerald and diamond topped 
cat glass scent bottle, and a chased gold 
sweetmeat hnx, topped with a lady's 
ininiature. 

The lords justices of appeal have decided 
that editors are entitled to but six months' 
notice of dismissal, or salary for six months 
in the case of summary discharge. This sets 
aside she unwritten law that has been re- 
cognized In jouralistio circles from times im- 
memorial and by virtue of which editors 
have always claimed to receive a year's no. 
tice or a year's salary. 

The Pope has written a letter to M. Tar- 
quet, formerly nnder Seisratary . of. State, 
confirmiog'the papal adhesioo to the French 
republic. 

Two fresh cases of cholera have been re- 
ported at Kalendreicht, Holland, and there 
have bien two deaths at Schalkwyk. 

Serious riots have occurred in connection 
with theooal strike in Scotland, several pita 
have been wrecked. Donaldson, a labor lea- 
der, and five others have been arrested. 

The yacht Saxton, which took a scientific 
party to the Arotio ooean, has returned and 
in nowj at Peterhead, Scotland. On June 2 
Prof .* Attl>rey Bat^e, an ornithologist, and 
ode oompanfoD were landed on Kolqned 
island, 100 niiles from the Rnisian ooast, 
where they were abandoned on account of 
the ice and .heavy seas. 

Tfae Pall Mall. Ossette, in an article on 
thelWolImao Arotio' expedition, says it is 
stated, that the Norwegian members of the 
party assert the unfltness of the Americans 
who accompanied the expedition to take part 
in such an enterprise. .Mr. JSyerdahl, of 
the University of Christiahia,''wh'o was one 
of the party, in a letter written- at Walden 
isle, stated that the provisions taken 'by the 
expedition were not anffioieht,' and ~ tho 
members were forced to live on short 
rations and drink salt water and water ob- 
tained by melting ice. Aa a result of this 
he was made ill. Tho Gazette further says 
that in fairness to Mr. Wrllman, tho public 
should suspend judgment until the explorer 
shall have returned and been given a chanco 
to defend hiniaelf. 

Coneul Stoin, at Bamberg, states that if 
no unforaeou conditions arise tho hop har- 
vest in Bavaria will prove etjual to the yield 
in the most favortblo hop years. 

Advices from Caracas, Venezuela, state 
that an a'^tempt has boon made to kill Presi- 
dent Creapo with a dynamite bomb, but the 
fme failed to work. The bomb thrower was 
errpsted.

The U.S. Government Will Take No Part in 
Hawaiian Concerns. 

San Francisco, Aug. 24.— The commis- 
sioners who went to Washington to see Presi- 
dent Cleveland on behalf of the deposed 
Qaeen Liliuokalana, sailed 'for Hawail^yes- 
terday. In an interview Commissioner Par- 
ker aaya that, notwlthstandiog Waabington 
City dispatches to the contrary, he saw all 
the great men in Washington City, Includ- 
ing President Cleveland, and that their in- 
terview was satisfactory. " We went to 
Washington City," he said, " to get an an 
awer from the government as to what It in 
tended to do, and we got it. It was to the 
effect that the government would not at 
present ioterfere, which was in eubstance 
the answer furnished by the senate some 
time since. Still we got much encourage- 
ment of a substantial sort, the nature of 
which is private until we return to Hawaii 
and render our report to the people who 
sent US. I can say this much, that it is eat 
isfactory. I stayed at the same hotel with 
Secretary Oreaham and saw and talked with 
him nearly every d^y. 



OLEYEIMm) IS FIRM. 

He Intends to Let the Tariff Bill Be- 
come Law Without His 
Signatare. 



More BIiiDders Discovered. That Will 
Cause TroQble-C^pet yfotkera 
to Be Bednced. 



Washington, Aug. 24.— The President 
remaino firm in his purpose to let the tariff 
bill become law without his signature, 
although congressmen have represented very 
strongly that should it not have the presi- 
dential approval their position on the stump 
will lie embarrassed. The hill can not be- 
come law without the President's . auto- 
graph until next Monday, and an adjourn- 
menfa of congrosa will hardly take place 
before next Tuesday. 

Secretary Carlisle spent most of yeaterday 
at the . ezebntlva mansion disonssing with 
the President the neW:' tarUt- titlL It was 
stated that vSeoratary.Caclisle wbhld make 
publio a stateinent as 'to t}ie(al!£i)ged defeota 
and errors in 'the tariff bill, bnt later he said 
he wonld defer an expression of his opinion 
on the matter. 

James W. Tattersfield, of Miller & Tat- 
terefield, importers and dealers in wool, in 
Philadelphia, had an interview with Secre- 
tary Carlisle yesterday regarding the con- 
struction to be placed on the tarilf bill as to 
goods in bond. The particular question 
which Mr. Tattersfield desired to have 
settled was whether wool In bond can be 
withdrawn without payment of duty when 
the tariff act placing it on the free list be- 
came a law. Mr. Carlisle explained that 
the wording of the enacting clause of the 
new tariff bills was suoh that there could be 
but one construction placed on it, and that 
was that all wool whioh is in bond, in order 
to avoid the payment of duty, would have 
to be exported and imported again. 

From reports received at the state dep'irt- 
ment it appears that the United States is 
shipping to England carpets .0 the value of 
nearly $500,000 annually. The operatives 
in the Lowell carpet mannfactories have 
been notified that if the new tariff bJU be- 
Gomea law that the 10 per cent, reduction of 
last February will be restored. 

Another blunder has been discovered in 
the tariff bill, which is almost sure to cause 
trouble. In the free list of the McKinley 
act appears these two paragraphs: "536 — 
Coal, anthracite. 537 — Coal, stores of Am- 
erican vessels, but none shall be nnloaded." 
The new bill, however, unites these para- 
graphs in seotion 441 of the free Hat, which 
now reada: Coal, iinthrMite and coal stores 
of Amorioan vpsielt,]l>nt none shall be un- 
loaded." Of oonrse, aoobrding to the pun- 
ctuation, the prohibition contained in the 
last clause applies to all that preoedes It in 
the paragraph. Including anthracite ooal, 
whioh waa intended to be made ''free. '>Aa 
the paragraph now stands anthraoite.ooal 
cannot be unloaded. 

Senator Hi 1 expects to bo the oonnael In 
the first case brought to test the oonstitu- 
tionality of the income tax. 

The Portland bark Gray Deering, from 
Roaario to Boston, is lying c.lf Capo Cod 
with a large cargo of wool, waiting for the 
new tariff bill to become a law. It la esti- 
mated that the consignees will make over 
§.SO,0OO by delaying the vessel.

A FEASIBLB PBOJBOT. 

The project of a Paolfio o&ble b to many 
an this side of the continent of North Am 
erica exceedingly attraokiyeV but they are 
afraid that, like a great many other attraC' 
live things, it is out of the raaoh of the men 
of this generation. It will take, U ia said, a 
f;;reat deal of money to manofaoture, lay and 
operate such a cable, and they doubt if there 
is any chanoe of those who invest in it get- 
ting a fair return for their money. It will 
take a 'great deal of business to support such 
a cible — ia that business to be had ? 

This very serious question has been 
considered by men of business who 
poaaeas the knowledge necessary to en- 
able tfatni to come to intelligent and 
praotioalconoluslo&i. Mr.Sandford Fleming, 
to whom the honor of starting this projeot 
chiefly belongs, ia of opinion that a Paoifio 
cible will p&y. But, it ia objected that Mr 
f lemiog is a proj«otor and projectors, it is 
well known, are exceedingly aingoine. There 
ia force in this objeotion, but there are 
othera besidea projsotoca who^ ace oonaider 
ing and disonssing thia matter, among them, 
Mr. Alexander Siemens of tSiemena Bros. & 
Co., of London, well known cable construe - 
tors. 

Mr. Siemens' figures are reproduced and 
favorably commented upon in The Telegraph 
Age, a magazine published in New York. The 
Age evidently believes that' the Govern- 
ments of Great Britain, Canada and the 
Australian Colonies wonld do well to give 
this magnificent projeot their support and 
useiiitiince. It eocins dis^sppointod that the 
United States has not forestalled Great 
Britain in this matter, for it laments that 
*' owing to the lack of govemmehtarenoour- 
agement and support other countries secure 
these valuable euturprisos, ' 

Mr. Siemens calculalea that it will require 
£2,000,000 lo pub the Pacific Ciblo in proper 
working order. Here are the items : 

7,340 nautical milea cable. . .... .£1,720.000 

Steamers 200,000 

Baildings, eto : 30.000 

Working capital, . i 60,000 

Total £2,000,000 

The yearly working oxponaoa of the cable 
am calculated to bo £119,000. This covers 
everything. Then there is interest on the 
money borrowed und the sinking fund; these 
will amount to £100,000 more. So the 
new .'Cable in order to blear itself must be 
abfe'-'to earn £220,000 or about $1,100,000. 
It Is proposed to charge two shillings a word 
— the tariff is now .'ia. Ud. a word. Allow- 
ing that the new cable would earn half 
as much aa tho old one does, a revenue 
of £104.000 would be realiztd atonoe. After 
giving some figures aa to the oarningB of 
oablei the Age goes on to say : 

Now at) the very liberal oaloulations made 
and aiready given the proposed Pacific 
cable would cost £273> jnile ; . and ' if it 
met with average tuobeai ' and earned say, 
£30 per mile, tho annual income would be 
£'J20,000. For tho first two or .three years 
this figure C'innot bo expected to be reached, 
but it iu under tho average of the earnings 
of all Bubmurino cables of 1887, and since 
then ocean telegraphic communication has 
rapidly inoreasid One Atlunlio company 
has in tho past three years earned an aver- 
ago of £50 por milo por year. If tho now 
Pacific cable gets its sliaro and ohargca two 
shillings per word, 2,200,000 words per year 
will be enough to reali/.o thia income, and 
the osble, which would be put in for 
£2 000,000, could send fifteen words per

NOT A POUTIOAL SUBJECT. 

The organs of the Opposition are, it ap- 
pears, determined to do all that lies in their 
power to make politicU capital out of tho 
distrcES that is alleged to exist among tho 
settlers in tho vulloy of the Frasor River. 
They blame tho Government for having 
given (xpreasion to the opinion, which was 
general at the time, that the reports of tho 
injury done and the distress that the people 
were Bufi'oring wore misohievously exagor- 
ated by sensational newsmongers, and that 
there was no distress that could not be al- 
leviated by means within the Province. This 
wab the opinion ojf aeneible men in all parts 
of the Province, 'witness ' the "resolution 
passed by the representatives of the Board 
of Trade assembled at Westminster in June 
last. And there is nothing to show that 
those gentlemen bad formed a mistaken esti- 
mate of the damage done by the floods and 
its effects on the settlers. 

The following is tho resolution that was 
unanimously passed nfa that meeting : 
' V ^bat jn^the optaion ; of this meeting a 
committee be formed to gather information 
as to what relief may be found necessary, 
and that when auoh information is gathered 
on appeal bo made to the people of British 
Columbia for funds as may be necessary to 
provide the same, and that suoh appeal 
ihaU he of a provincial character only." 

There. is no donb!) distress in the valley 
of the Frasec at the present moment, but 
no attempt baa been made to prove 
that it is so groat as to be beyond tho 
power of the people of the Province to re- 
lieve. We have not seen any atatemont of 
thepartioularsofthatdistress. Itianotknown 
to the general pttbUo.:b%w many settlers need 
help or how much it will take to relieve 
them from immediate want. General state- 
ments, it is well known, do not make any 
great impression on the public mind. 

When the people of the Province are con- 
vinced that there are settlers in want of the 
neoessaries of life, and who have no means 
of obtaining them, thby will, no doubt, 
take steps to help them. When it is found 
that the distress is so great and the number 
needing relief is so many that it is beyond the 
power of the people of British Columbia to 
give thrm effective aid, it will be time enough 
for tb$ Times and other newspapers to find 
fault with those who believed and said that 
in the matter of helping the sufferers by 
the flood it would be best in every way 
for British Columbians to safely depend 
upon themselves-. 

We ask the fault-finders to ahow what 
efforts they have made to procure help for 
the sufferers inside the Province. Have 
they done anything «coept to- ((rumble and 
to try to make politioal capital out of the 
troubles of tbeir fellow-countrymen t Has 
wi respected oontemporary the Chilliwack 
Progress, whose complaint the Timca now 
uses for a political purpose, ever tried in 
earnest to show the public of the Province 
the extent of the distress that-exiets in the 
Fraser River Valley ? Does it knew itself, 
in any other than a general way, tiiat 
there are settlers in the valley who are Very 
badly off? Has it taken measures prepara- 
tory to making an earnest appeal to the 
publio to find out the nature and extent of 
that distress ? If it has, we have seen no 
indication of the inquiry in its oolnmns. 
We trust that the Progress and the Relief 
Committee and others who are acquainted 
with tho condition of the settlers will lose 
un time in getting up a reliable staten)ent 
of auch distress as exists in the valley of the 
Fraser, with an estimate of how mnoh will 
be required to relieve it. The Government 
has already spent a great deal more money 
in relieving that distress than most persons 
have any idea of, and the people, wn are 
qaitesure, only want to bo made uortain that 
the distress is sorluua and rcquirca to be ru- 
lieved immediately to CDntribute thoir 
share towards mitigating tiio sufi'dringa of 
tho settlers.

Word having been brought In at noon yet- 
terday by a hunter that the sealer Carlotta 
G. Cos, Captain W, D. Byers in oimmand, 
had arrived oGT Race Rooks, the tug Sadie 
was immediately dispatched to tow her Into 
port. Tho Cox mot with light winds and 
foggy neather all the way home, notwith- 
standing wbich,8be made the voyage from 
Hakodate in 28' days. List year she was 
top liner of .thei aealing fleet, rbut this year 
sbe hsd to oniend with hard Inok. She 
has, however, 1,017 skins, which, consider- 
ing that aho lost one of the beet sealing 
months of tho aeason, can he reck- 
oned aa a good ca'oh. The time 
lost waa occupied in hunting miss- 
ing crows in April. On tho 7th of that 
mouth, while 205 miles east of Kingkasam 
on tho Japanese coa.tt, three boats were 
lowered early in the morning. Hunting 
was pursued with good auccesa until noon, 
when tho boats got caught; in a tide rip fol- 
lowed by a strong wind which developed 
into a galo. When an attempt was made to 
return to tho schooner tho boatmen found 
that they were being rapidly driven in tho 
opposite direction. Their boate were also 
separated in the gale and it was found 
noceesary to delay further search until the 
following day, which unfortunately proved 
worse than its predecessor. Urowing still 
moro furious, the storm upset one of the 
boata, whose oocupantn as well as twenty- 
four skins, two guns and other sealing ap- 
paratus were thrown into the water. One 
of the crew, however, was able to awini and 
ho by almost superhuman efTorls managed to 
help his two comrades until rescue came 
with the appearance of one of the other 
boats. Attempts were then made, but un- 
auooeaafully, to right the capsized craft, al- 
though twelve of the lost skiua were recov- 
ered. After running all day and night lond 
was reached on the morning of tho fifth day 
out from the soboonor. Immenao sharks 
loiiely ^followed the boat, ond on one 
oi^caoion a monster enapped the pain'er — a 
three quarter inch ropii— oir tho boat. All 
thia tiina thn men wore suliaisting on raw 
seal meat, Froeh drinking watur had been 
obtained by catching rain, but when shore 
as reached worm tea was Eubsiiluted, 
bich with ollior food waa g'^nerouslv Hup- 
plied by tho Jiips, whoso kiiidneas v/i!l long 
be romombored. Tho wrecked sealers wero 
carried in'rickashftwa from tlio shore inland, 
distance of 57 miles, to a village 
whence they were afterwards taken to Hako- 
date by instructiona of tho liriti.fh cnneul. 
The third boat's orow was murn fortunate, 
having made land close to civilization after 
four dayi at aea. At Hakodate all the men

OUNALASKA, Aug. 11.— The ll.itish gun- 
boat FheuanD arrived here August 1 and 
ibobk oharj^eof the leized sohooner Wanderer. 
The Wanderer sailed for Victoria August U 
to report to the otvil authnrltiea. The 
Pheagant remaiDB at Oanalaaka, 

The veasela composlDtE the patrol fleet 
have warned aiid lioenrad all the aealiog 
ichooners, and the tne'n-of-W&r are buey 
patrolling the sea, watcbiog the eealera and 
aeelng that they do not uau firearma. One 
of the fleet remaina at the Pribylof islanda 
and the other vesaela are oonatantly oraia 
lag. The United Statea ahip Adama ran 
aground at St. Paul laland, one of tho I'rlby 
lofg, on August 2, but aho waa hauled utT by 
the Ccpoord, Yorktown aud I'otrel after 
tncnty-aix hours' work. Tho aoa waa 
amootb, and tho only injury whlob the 
Adama auatatncd was the loaa of her false 
keel. Tho Adama waa m.iking tho pasaagi 
from the St, Goorgo islands, ami, as there 
waa a denae fog at the time, she lost h 
reokonbg. 

The authoritiea at Seal ialauda have 
finiahed killing seals for this year, hav-ing 
taken 15,000. The forty achoonors com 
prising the sealing Qeet have all cleared 
Irom Ounalaska. They report Imving killed 
from 400 to 4,000 seals each while en route 
to Ouoa'a^ka, and each achconor oxpeota to 
killatleist 1,000 seals after August 1. It 
ia expected tbac the fleet will kill between 
75,000 and 100,000 seals this year. Tbo 
captains of the sohounera say that it will 
not be neoeaaary for them to go near the 
alxty-mile limit, as, according to their ex- 
perience, the seals do not food nearer than 
100 miles from the islanda. 

A Buhmarine eruption in Bristol bay 
recently killed a great number of codfish 
and aalmon, Tho tfTectof this waa ao ex- 
tenaive that the nativea had been unable to 
catch any fish aa late as August 1. All the 
volcanoea in Alaaka are active thia summer, 
which ia very nouaual. 

The revenue ontter Ruah arrived at Onn- 
alaaka Anguat 1, having on board Mr. Ham- 
lin, aaaiatant aeoretary of the treasury. The 
Raab afterwarda vlaited the Pribilofa and 
retnraed to Ounalaska, Anguife 10, She 
•ailed the following day for 8and Point. 

The TJt S. oraiaer Conoord and therevenne 
cutter Corwin, of the Bebriog aea patrol 
fleet, liave . made a ' aarefdl aaaroh {or the 
niaaing men.of'i the • whaling ' bark .James 
Allen,pnt have net found any of tbem. The 
only trace of the men that oould be found 
was a rodder belonging to one of the b3ata 
of' the bark. During the aearoh three 
of the men of the Corwin were lost 
on Dakh ibland in a very deep 
fog. Fortunately the Concord wae at 
the same island at the time. andCapt Good- 
rich sent a aearoh party of 180 men on shore, 
who soon found two of the men. Tho third 
man found his way to tho Conoord in three 
days. The fog was so dense that the mem- 
bers of the search party could not see euch 
other fifteen feet ap'irt, and were obliged to 
thout oonatantly to prevent being lost tbem- 
aelvea. 

During the search for the James Allen's men, 
Capt. Goodrich, of the Concord, diacovored 
two islands and a voloano among the islands 
of the Aleutian range that had not been 
JcnowD to exist before. 

The steaoier Albion arrived at Ounalaska 
Aagoat 1 and sailed the next day for the 
Yukon.

THE HOP CEOP. 



An Immenie Yield All Over the World CatuscB 
Unasaally liftw Prices. 

SKATTU,t^ng.,|24.— As the hop-plokbg 
season opens Sepfepmber i, many hop grow- 
era are arranging wlthotty dealers to lecure 
money «ith whioh to harvest their crops, 
while a few have announced that thia hsason 
thoy will lot their hops remain on the ^ines. 
The great ovor-productton of hops this year 
means that very few of the growers on the 
Pacific coast will como out ahead and many 
will find themaelvee behind. AUnoac 
every bop-raising state and country 
on the globe is yielding an unusually good 
crop chis year, and conseciuently tho man 
who makes any money out of the hop busi- 
nees in this state will have groat reaaun to 
congratulate himaelf. Tho crops in Califor- 
nia will be very larce and that of New York 
will be in the neighborhood of 170.000 bales, 
or greater than tho crop of California, Ore- 
gon and Washington combined. The Now 
S'ork crop haa not been so large sinoo 1891. 
The Engliah oropa alone will be more 
than auliicient to supply the Eoglisb mar- 
ket, while Germany a orop will be greater 
than ever. Laat year the German orop was 
almost a complete failure, and the Engliah 
dealers had to a large extent to depend upon 
the product of the United States for their 
snpply. 

liooal dealers who last year wore paying 
the growers 16 oenta per pound for their 
bops are this year refusing to pay half that 
price. A local dealer yesterday said ho was 
making a few contraota to pay the growers 
from 6i cents to 7 oenta per pound, and was 
advancing them 5| cents, with' which to 
harvest the orop. A reliable grower a few 
days ago signea u contraut to sell five tona 
of his hops to a local doikler at G!: cents. 
The dealers say that they aro muoh more 
careful in making contracts at tho proaont 
prlooa than they were laat year when prices 
were good, for tho roaaon that with tho 
preaont low prices nono but firat-claes hops 
will sell on the market, whilo laat year, 
fairly good hops oould bo dinpoaod of. 
Some dealers Bay it will ba almost impos- 
eible for growers to realize any money from 
their crops if sold at 7 conts, whilo others 
believe that with good management oropa 
Oia bo hurvoatod and put in bale at 4^ 
cents, thuB giving the grower a profit cf 2^ 
cents.

Practically the only busineaa tranaacted in- 
the police court yesterday waa the render- 
ing of a deolaion in the Bank Exchange case. 
The full text of the judgment is as follows : 

" Levin va. Sauer— Inthia case Mr. G. C. 
Sauer, the holder of » retail liquor liaenae in 
respect of tho premises known asVthe Bank 
Exchange saloon, ia charged with having un- 
lawfully disposed of certain Hqnora, to wit ; 
a mug of beer before 1 o'o'.ook a.m. on Mon- 
day, 13th inal.. In hia liceneed premises, 
contrary to the ' L'quor License Regulation 
Act, 1891.' 

" For the proaeontion the Sergeant of po> 
iioewjbio had laid, the, information and the 
cuatomer toNvbom.tUel.beer waa alleged to 
have been sold were called, and the City 
Treasurer gave formal evidence. No wit. 
ness 'was called for the defence, nor did the 
detendant himaelf give evidence. 

"It appeara that in connection with hia sa- 
loon the defendant keeps a restaurant, 
whioh is open at all hours of the day and 
night. That pleoea of crackers and cheese 
and cold meata are always to be found on a 
table in the barroom by day and nii^ht, and 
that except during the prohibited houra any 
purchaser of liquor at the bar is at iiborty to 
avail himself without additional charge of 
the provision on such table ; that during 
tho prohibited period and — so far ua the evi- 
dence, whioh was uncontradicted, went — 
only during such period plates containing 
small pieces of crackers and cheese are 
placed on tables in the room behind the bar- 
room ; that when neoeBsary Sunday custom- 
era are notified by the defendant or one of 
his bartenders that during the pro- 
hibited houra liguora are only aap. 
plied with meala, and caly with t 
meala. And that the habitues of the house 
understood that to got liquor on Sunday 
they must, in the words of a not unfriendly 
witness, " eat Bomethiog." That on Sun- 
days llcjuor la supplied not in the bar room 
but in the room behind it, and that a plate 
of broken oraokera and cheese is aupplied . 
with the liquor without being ordered ; and 
that some partake of the orackers and some* 
do not. ' . ' 

" It was proved, and In faot admitted by 
the. defendant, that at the ''time and plaoe ■ 
obarged in the 'InfdnnatioB a" ouetomer : 
ordered a mug of 3.M'-- ''»d . nothing else 
before 1 o'clock a.m., and that the beer wss • 
brought to him by a bar tender,. who also 
placed a plate of broken crackers and cheese 
on the ohair beside him. It waa ulao proved 
that the customer drank and paid lor the 
beer, and that during the half hour or more 
which he occupied In playing whiat he twice 
put piecea of the orackers and cheese in hia 
moutb. The same customer admitted that 
he had obtained liquor at least twice In the 
defendant's premises on the preoeding Sun- 
day — with "lunch" at 3:30 o'clock, and '. 
dinner at " 4:30 " o'clock. 

" For the defence it was contended— and ■ 
this was the only serions contention — that 
the aaid craokera and cbeeae, in whatever' 
quantity, and'whatbte eaten or not, consti- 
tuted *a meal' within the 'meaning of the' 
act. 

" I am not called noon to define the mean- 
ing of these words. It appears to me suf- 
ficient to Bay that, on the evidence, I am 
forced to the conclusion that the admirable 
and well underatood rule of the house that 
during the prohibited hours liquors would 
be anpplied with meala only, and the dia- 
play of minute pieces of crackers and cheese,, 
waa Intended to hide the real object of the 
defendant to evade, if possible, the pro- 
hibitory section of the act. 

"I convict the defendant cf the ofienee 
aa charged, adjudge him to pay a fine of ^0* 
and $2 coata, and In default of payment'M 
anffioient dlslresa, to be imprisoned for . onis- 
month. ' I'. "J',"

ABOUT BLACK SILK. 



Socrets of tUo Trade Tlmt Frovent Shopi>«rs 
From MaktnK Bad Bargains. 

There are really very few women who 
can distinguish beWMn a good black 
silk and an inferior one, and a few 
Ixiuts given by nu export and reported 
in Tho Delineator will doubtless bo ac- 
ceptable to many shoppers: 

In the first place, never be beguiled 
Into buying cheap silk. Very ofton a 
pretext for itsoheapness suggests a guu- 
oine bargain, ;buti .thio,.wise ,woinan,,.un.-. 
less 'she Ictiows of a good'feasoff ^ th'e 
reduction, will chooso sonio other nja- 
terial if she cannot iillord to purchase 
(iilk at an lulcquato price. Costliiioss is 
of coursu no gnarnntoo of real value, so 
thu shopper is advised to purchase an 
eighth of a yard of an admired fabric 
aud'testit f htleisnre'^honS 
home. This may seem like a wostb to 
tho ovprocononiical mind, but it . will 
prove a good invostniont if it prevents a 
bad bargain in tho end. 

In testing a piece of silk first try to 
tear it both leugtlnviso' and crosswise. 
If it gives way readily in either direc- 
tion, you may bo sure either tluit tho 
(lyo has destroyed tho fibers or that the 
thread is nuule up of what is known as 
"waste silk. " Pure silk properlj' dyed 
is tho strongest textile known, but iieiu'- 
ly all tho cheaper dyes, and particularly 
the dark colors and black, aro inado 
with siieli a b;isis that tliey oat into anil 
weaken tlio fabric. 

The firmness of tho weave may bo 
proved by scraping diagonally across 
tho silk with tho thumb nail. If tho 
material is strong and pure, any amount 
of manipulation will not nuiko tho 
threads slip, and if tho nail in.ikes a 
space as wide as its own thickness be- 
tween tho tlirc'ds tho silk is certainly 
of inferior (luiility. Tho next test is ap- 
plied by raveling a bit of tho silk and 
carefully examining both warp and 
woof. Often a puro silk warp 1ms a 
heavily loaded woof, and in other cases, 
especially in satin weaves, tho woof has 
an inferior bacldng,'thBAnitfadeb^ing of 
good silk. Pnro'sillc has a' good luster 
and is very soft, but if tho gloss is .arti- 
ficial tho fabric will bo hard and brittle. 
When a puro silk has been dyed improp- 
erly, it looks very much like cotton, 
but it is somewhat softer. 

Another excellent test consists in pull- 
ing out the threads both ways and try- 
ing their strength. Catch them with 
both hands an inch apart, give a quick 
jerk and note tho force needed to break 
them. If they part easily, the silk is not 
good. Tear the silk along the lines from 
which tho threads have been taken, and 
if there are puckers along tho tear they 
m.ay be regarded as indicating a strong 
texture. A method of testing that is 
considered oraiolnsive Is to bum a frag- 
ment of tho silk and also some of tho 
ravolings. If tho silk is pure and well 
dyed, it will tako Are slowly, even 
when held directly in tlio flame, and 
tho fire will go out almost as soon as 
tho silk is withdrawn, leaving ashes 
that aro ne.irlyjet black. Weighted and 
inijuoporly dyed silk is highly infiani- 
niablo. It quickly takes firo, and tho firo 
is difficult to extinguish, smoldering 
after tho silk is removed from tho flatne 
and leaving ashes that keep tho shape 
of theoloth.and sore of a light;.-yellow- 
ish red tint." Cotton in the fabric can bo 
readily detected by tho odor of the 
smoke. Every woman should rinneniber 
that tho requisite qualities of good silk 
are strength, smoothness, luster, rich- 
uess ond'lightness, no matter how thick 
tho material. 



Looking Alu-ud. 

Tho cause of many a stumble and 
many a luistako with tho average pupil 
will bo found in a liM'k of the faciilt}' 
of looking and thinking ahead. In ijiiino 
playing :us well as iu any other pliase (if 
life, The Etude says, it is essential to 
provide for tho future. If the passage 
you are playing is simple, send your 
thoughts on to tho next and bo prepared 
for it. If one plufise or figure is ended, 
and you have a short rest, do not let 
your hand stay where it last pKayed; 
neither let it go to sleep iu your lap, 
but place it where it will be wanted 
next. If this lack of preparation is very 
marked in any one, tlio following rxer- 
cise will help to con-cct tlio fault. Take 
any coniiuon jmuping bass and get the 
liand ready for — not on — tho first note. 
Then, thinking of tho second note, play 
111!' first and iuiinciliately jilaco the liaiiii 
liver — not on — the .si'i'oiiil. Tlii'ii, think- 
ing of tlie third nott', play tho si'coiiil 
and ininiediati:) y i)lace thu iiaiid over — 
not on — tho tliiril, and so forth. 

Let this also be done with the right 
hand, and a few minutes' practice of 
this daily will soon Imvo tho desired re- 
sult. In iiudiiiig skijis, where there is 
nil spare time available for preparation, 
a useful exerci.se will bo found to taki' 
the two notes between which the skiii 
occurs and treat them in tho way I have 
described, making the transit of tho 
hand over the distance as rapid as pos- 
sible. Instance, C/ernv's first "Vclocitv 
Study." "

A few years 'ago, when tho revival of 
band work was still iu its infancy, tho 
Importations of drawn work designs 
were f ow and simple, oonfiued almost en- 
tirely to narrow borders found on doilies, 
trayoloths mul bureau covers, these 
coming mostly from Austria and Ger- 
many. Since then tho importations have 
gradually incroa.sed iu scopo and olabo-

ratencss, and tho windows of the stores 
which make a featnie of lino hand work 
aro filled with most tempting displays 
of drawn work and lovely embroidenos. 

Boaufcifnl as these imported works 
are, tliej' aro not tho only ones wo find 
here, for wo have many good workers 
in tins country. Wo would doubtless 
have mora if this drawn work could be 
more easily juid quickly executed. Tho 
tronblo too often is that tho beginner 
st.arts out witli too elaborate a pattern 
and without any previous experience. 
Tho better plan is to begin with a sini- 
jilo design and gradually work up to an 
elaborate and beautiful pattern such as 
that shown in a doily^ reTOnfcly illus- 
trated by Tho Art Interchange, which 
also fnrriishod these simple rules for 
would bo workers: 

It is best first to decide what wo wish 
our work, to adorn, whether carving 
cloth, bureau scarf or tea table cover. 
For any or all of tliepo articles wo should 
chooso a linen of smooth texture, not 
too fine, .and ono in which tlio threads 
will pull oasilj". 

For doilies Kolcot a very fine linen or 
linen cambric lawn. The latter quality 
of linen generally yields its threads eas- 
ily and need not; bo shnink. Tako a 
pieco of verj' dry white soap, rub it 
carefully over the lino of threads you 
wish to lemoye, and, you will find the 
labor greatly lightened. The most tedi- 
ous part ol tho work is the drawing of 
the threads.

To pupils who possess great ambition, 
but aro not physically strong ojiough to 
practice at tho ])i.mo the required num- 
ber of hours, the KUggestion ismarto that 
time away from tho piano might be 
very profitably utilized, and that, too, 
in the way of practice. It jnost certain- 
ly can bo. When you cannot use your 
fingers, substitute, yonr -bi^ns. Now., 
for tho way in which to do it Each 
day before practicing at tho piano take 
Bonio of tht! extra time you would prac- 
tice if you coxild and go through your 
entire lesson (excepting, the bare me- 
chanical exercises) mentally. Think it 
through, not only for tlio correct notes, 
but tlie time, acccuting, fingering, and 
finally even the jihra-siiig niid expression 
as it becoiiii'S nioro and more familiar. 

Work 
very carefully and slowly, especially at 
first, -giving the parts requiring the most 
practice special and repeated attention,

Seaitlk, Aug. •2i. — A terrible holooiust 
took place in the Oregon Improvement Co.' 
cnal mines at Franklin, IM milea from this 
city, at ono o'clock thia afternoon, and 
already 37 dead bodies, charred and bluck- 
euod, have been recovered from the mine. 
It ia known that many others are imprison- 
ed in the fiery furnace, but tho number ia 
only a matter of conjecture as yet. The 
first news of the tragedy was received in t'ae 
city by Manager Smith at 1:'J0 o'clock this 
afternoon in the ahapo of a telcgrani from 
the mine superintendent, which ataled that 
tho mine was afire and many miners, both 
white and black, were imprisoned. Lttt«r a 
tidcgram was rtcaivod readiag substantially 
as lolk)Ws : " Thirty-seven dead bodies 
were taken out, and it ia supposed chat there 
are noore to be recovered." 

Manager Smith, when he first learned t4iat 
the mine was on fire, sent out a special train 
bearing Superintendent Corey and a crow to 
aesisc in subduing the flimos, taking care of 
the company's property and rescuing tho 
imprisoned men. Tho ctlicials in this city 
are reticent iu givirg out any information 
whatever beyond tbo fact that the mine 
cangitt fire and 87 dead bodies have been re 
moved already.

BOASTED TO DfiiTH.

Qrede, Colo., Aug. 24.-ri6'our ^.miners in 
the Amethyst mine were, this morning, 
literally boiled to death, or rather roael 
They were Tom Evoreolo and Hugh Fay, of 
Colorado ; Archie McDowell, of Halifax 
N.D., and Charles Proctor, of Pottawa 
tomie. The latter three men are single 
men. The shoft house caught fire from 
candle at 5 o'clock, and ao great was the 
heat that the wire cable holding tho skip 
waa melted, and tho iron cage, heated to a 
red heat, fell to the bottom of the bhaft, 
carrying with it tho four men who were on 
the ladders. Pumpman MoAakill was at 
tho seventh level, and said: "It waa 
about 5 o'clock when the skip man came to 
me and aaid there muit he something wrong 
as the bell rope had just fallen down. I at 
once notified the men who were killed and 
three others who wore with me, and we all 
started up the ladders. Just as I started, 
burnini; timbers and a heavy weight flew by 
me like a shot, taking my bat and candle 
with them. I called to my comrades, but 
reoelved no reply. I not a fresh candle aud 
went down; where I found the bottom oi 
the shaft filled with timbers on the top of 
which lay the akip still red hot and causing 
blinding ateam to rise. I returned to tho 
seventh level and made my way out and was 
soon followed by Pierce, Mulholland and 
WeUb, who were uninjured." It will take 
a day or two to recover the budica.

MINING CaSDALTY. 

Fatal Explosion f rt tUe Maliouliii; Valley, 
Peiiuaylviinitt— Many I'coplo Herionsly 
Hurt. 

— Shortly after 
noon to-day an explosion of gas took place 
in the workings of tho Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Co.'s .tolliery at Gil- 
herton, by which one man was killed, one 
fatally injured and nine olheia more or less 
seriously burned.

FIGHT WJTU TKAMPS. 

Another Band of Oonimonwealers Come Into 
Conflict vrith Uie'AuthdrlUes-^A 
lively I'lme.' 

BdffALO, N.Y.; Au'^f.' 24.— There was 
pitched battle at Gheeic Towagu shot tly after 
.) o'clock this afternoon between Count 
Rybakowtki'a tramp followers and a band of 
men headed by. Sheriff Taggart. Tho 
sheriff's men consisted of deputies, police- 
men and citizens. After the battle two of 
the tramps were found lying on the field 
with crushed skulls, and it is believed that 
they will die.

Every member of the "army" was aimed 
with a big club. " Boys, will you stand 
by me?" oried the;(Gonnti.,, We;fr|ll,1 
they all shouted ia 'tintiian'. The Comnidn' 
wealers drew closely about their leader, and 
it beoams' eivident' that- they Intehded to 
fight for freedom."-' " ni''- ■ ■' 

Then Sheriff Taggart shouted to his depu- 
ties, "Take that 'aiani".>'and he alsb com- 
manded the polioemen staiiding nisar and all 
the citizens within sound of bis voice to fall 
in as special deputy sheriffs. He was very 
generally obeyed. The deputies and 
policemen advanced, Several shots 
were fired, aLd there was a 
abort, aharp itcuggle. The clubs of the 
deputies and policamon came into vigorous 
play. For about three minutes the Count's 
army held their ground, fighting dfspor- 
ftteiy with their clubs. Then they broke 
and Yia, ait but eight of them 
who stood close to the Count. He 
seeing that moat of his followers 
had fled, ran after them, and the remnant of 
hia hand followed. Sheriff Taggart'a men 
overtook the Count and arreated him and 
several of his followers. The others were 
closely pursued, the sheriff giving orders 
that every man of them be arrested. . The 
Count stood inactive in the midat 
of his followers and took no band in 
the fi^ht. When tho battle waa over tho 
two tramps were found lying on the field 
with broken beads. They were so budly 
iujared that it was bellBved.they would die. 
Several others in ihe Count's army were 
hurt, but not seriously. 



A TOUGH PASSAGE. 

Contrary Wluds, Troublesome Qales aifll a 
Mutinous Crew. 

San Francisco, Aug. 24.— The British 
Ship Shandon arrived in port last night after 
a long voyage from Calcutta. Tho vessel 
loft for her trip across the Paoifio with a 
oargo of gunny sacks 164 days ago. Not 
long after she left Saneenr some of the orew 
muthiied and Capt. Harria had great dlfii- 
onlty hi navigating hie ship. Added to the 
trouble on board were contrary winds and 
foonhlesome gales whioh kept the vessel 
baoki-and when the passage waa only about 
half fioished the provisions showed signs of 
elvintt out. The vessel waa headed for 
Honolulu and food was doled out aparingly.

IRISH LAND COMMISSION. 

Report of the OlUcIiil Inquiry Into the Condi- 
tion of Mutters. 

LoNDO.v, Aug. 23. — The report ol the 
Irish Land Commission -was ..Issued to-day. 
It is a big volume, mostly filled with techni- 
cal statistics. The commiaaion aay that the 
evidence before them showed that Irish 
renta, fixed by the courta between 18S1 and 
1886, are now materially exceasivo. The 
present system, they say, appears to impede 
seriously the administration of juatico to 
the tenants, owiug to tlio expense and de- 
lays. The courts generally have denied 
the tenant a share in the value of his im- 
provements, although the judgment 
in tho famous case of Adams vs. 
Dunsmcath declared him entitled to the 
same. Tho commitsion recomnioud that tho 
occupant bo no longer compelled to pay rent 
on his improvements. All of these ought to 
bo regarded aa made by him, utdeaa tho con- 
trary bo proved. It is urged that a com- 
mission be appointed at tho next seesion of 
Parliament to inquire further into tho aub- 
ject in question. The abovo matter ia cov- 
ered by the majority report. Tho minority 
report admits tho desirability of lessening 
tho expense of litigation and reviaiog rents 
in Ireland, but contendBthat in the fixing of 
the judicial renta the act has been construed 
in tho tenant's favor.

MURDER AND SDIOIDE. 

A Basslan Ship's ODlcer Kills a Young Lady ■ 
and Commits Suicide. 

— Tho D»ily Chroniole'fl 
Vienna correspondent sends thia story» 
which ho recoived without date, from Oon- 
atantinople : " A man on the Raaaia steamer 
Sebastopol plying betwben CoDStantlnople 
and Odessa became enamoured of an 
American passenger, Miss Garrett, who 
spurned him.
